Claims 1 and 32 are pending in this application. 



Request for Continued Examination (RCE) 



1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quay/e, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (CommY Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 14, 
2003 has been entered. 



2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on May 14, 2003 was 
noted and the submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. 
Accordingly, the information disclosure statement has being considered by the 
examiner.

3. Claims 1 and 32 are allowed. 
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Statement of Reasons for Allowance 



4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does not teach, 
disclose nor make obvious a method for the management of incontinence in a patient, 
wherein the method comprises admitting orally into the patient a dosage from 
comprising 240 ng to 650 mg of a member selected from the group consisting of 
oxybutynin and its pharmaceutical^ acceptable salt, that releases the member at a rate 
of 0.05 mg per hour up to 0.850 mg per hour for about 24 hours.
